Bail was furnished by three 


socialist members of the legis- 
lature: Senator H. R. Kleist, 
Brillion and Assemblymen Her- 
man Eoethal, Kiel, and Otto 
Lerche, Calumet county. 


Berger was -already under 


bonds of $140,000 on previous 
indictments returned against 
him. 


The indictments against Victor L. 


Berger, congressman-elect from Mil- 
waukee, and Louis A, Arnold, state 
senator from Milwaukee, were re- 
turned by the grand jury at La 
Crosse last fall. 
The jury made its 


report on Nov. 80. No attempt was 
made to arrest either Berger or Ar- 
nold pending the trial of Berger at 
Chicago. 
The 
offense, 
however, 


charged in this indictment is differ- 
ent "than that upon which Berger 
was convicted in Chicago last month. 


The indictment in the present case 


charges Berper and Arnold with a 
violation of the espionage act, in the 
circulation of false reports to in- 
jure the success of the military and 
naval forces; the .causing or at- 
tempting to cause insubordination

Today 


Influenza is on the decrease in the 


city, members of the board of health 
said this morning. At noon but 13 
new cases had been reported from 
the entire city which is practically 
half of the number that has been 
reported in the same period during 
the past several months or more. 
Of the IS cases reported this morn- 
ing, eight were reported at the uni- 
vers'ty infirmary and 
five

horr.es of the city. 
There are at present 149 cases of : 


"flu" placards in the city. There 
aril 92 cases of measles in the city 
and 1G cases of chicken pox. Three 
cai;es of small pox are under quar- 
antine today, two of -which are home 
cases and one a hospital case. There 
were also 13 cases of scarlet fever 
on record today. Eight of these are 
quarantined at home and five are 
hospital cases.

Willing to Retire. 


Later, however, Mr. Robins de- 


clared Trotzky said that both Lenine 
and himself were willing to oppose 
final ratification of the treaty and 
if necessary, -retire 
to the 
Ural 


mountains to reorganize the army 
and the government to oppose the 
Germans if the allies would lend 
assistance.

' "I asked Trotzky to put this in 
writing," the witness;told, the com- 
mittee. - 
"He replied 'Do you 
want my 


life?' But we finally arranged that 
the matter should, be outlined in a 
memorandum unsigned." 


Mr. Robins said he agreed to .pre- 


sent this proposal to the American 
government, and obtained the, co- 
peration of Commissioner' .Lock- 
lart.

ivero forthcoming when the fourth 
11-Russian Soviet congress assem- 
iled at Moscow. 
In that congress, he said, six-of 


he seven parties were originally op- 
losed to the ratification of, the Brest 
xeaty. 


Lenine Still Anxious. 


Just before it closed, Mr. Robins 
id 'he was. sitting- on' the steps 


of the platform upon which Lenine 
was seated, and-Lenine asked him if 
any word had come, from the al- 
ied'governments. When he.,replied 
n the negative, Lenine said: 


"I shall ask the ratification of the 


Brest treaty."

The congress ratified the treaty 


by a vote-of 2% to 1. v 


When the Bnlsheviki propaganda 


began to weaken the irforale of they 
German armies, Mr.-Robins said 
the Germans financed and organized 
;he. Russian anarchists to hamper 
theBolsheviki, and he added.that the 
anarchists were' 
responsible 
for 


most of .the agitation unfavorable to 
the' allies, and America. One .of the 
German agents,-he-testified, was a 
former Mrs. Proctor of: Cincinnati., 


He- said that before; Russia failed 


a«' an ally, allied and American-'pro- 
pagandists unwittingly 'contributed 
largely.'.to the downfall- of Russian 
morale and.what .followed. 


•Posters Destroy •'Morale 
•;. • • 
''Posters were all over Russia," 


said.Mr. Robins,- "telling how. great 
the allies were and , how vpo.werful 
America was; 
Some of the posters 


said the United States -would have 
20,000 airplanes and 4,000,000 men 
in France. 
The.. Russians, reading 


these declarations, said to them- 
selves, "Well.if this is all true, we 
will go home,for a,while'.'.. -There is 
no doubt that this proppean'da'.mate- 
rially assisted: in the distintegration. 
of the Russian' morale :;and that .it 
had exactly the opposite effect -from 
what-was :nttended."^v. •••• "i-^,:' 
•Mr;.Robin81.described,condJtions:as. 


he found them when he went to 
Russia. 
Even during the early part 


of the Kerensky regime, he-said, ho 
became conscious of the fact that u 
was failing baceuse it did not pay 
enough attention to affairs m th6 
outlying districts of Russia. 


Kerensfcy's civil power, the wit- 


ness asserted, waa inefficient and the 
soviet control grew up naturally. 


Not a Socialist 


He discussed the,economic paraly* 


sis in Russia, saying that it began 
with the overthrow of the czar and 
increased down through the Xeren- 
sky regime. 
He gave as a reason 


the fact that before the wai Ger- 
mans were the economic directors 
of Russia and', that when they dis- 
appeared there was no one compe- 
tent to take their places. 
' 


Mr. Robins said that he VM anti- 


socialist when he went to Russia and 
that his experiences there had not 
changed his ideas in regard to so- 


CjaCoim'William B. Thompson, head 
of the American Red Cross mission 
in Petrograd, who had been charged 
with spending money to aid the Bo!- 
sheviki, Mr. -Robins said, 
-• "never 


spent a dollar for that purpose. 


Instead, .he declared,. $1,000,000 


used by Americans in an effort to . 
convince the Russians that German 
victory meant defeat of the Russian 
revolution was furnished from Col. 
Thompson's private fortune. 


- Asked Financial Aid 


In addition to this, Mr. Robins 


said a request was made of the 
American government for an addi- 
tional million in October, 1917, and 
a million dollars a month for three , 
months to carry on propaganda m 
the interior of'Russia. ' The Ameri- 
can government was warned, he said, 
that unless this money was forth- 
coming the Bolsheviki would gam 
control and a separate peace be- 
tween Russia, nad Germany was 
likely.

Instead of receiving approval of 


tho project, the government cabled 
that 8 representative of the com- 
mittee on publjc information would . 
be sent to Russia to study the sit-. 
uation. 
When the committee's rep-; 


resentative iirrived the Bolsheviki 
had been in power for two weeks.. 


There were only two groups in 


Russia, Mr. Robins said, the soviet 
and the reactionaries, and lack of 
sympathy on the part of the allies 
for the problems of the Kerensky 
government made it impossible for 
that regime to gain the support 01 
the Soviets. 
' 
• 
Kerensky Preferred Allies 


"Kerensky was a sincere friend or 


•'he allied cause," declared the wit- 
ness, "and -would have.worked out a 
liberal socialist program." 
Many 


of the earlier leaders of the revolu- 
tion preferred to co-operate -with tn-s 
Germans rather than with the so- 
viets, he added, and as a result 
the Bolsheviki refused any connec- 
tion with these men when they came 
into power. 
Mr. Robins said he saw early dur- 


ing the Bolshevist revolution that 
the revolutionists were bound to be- 
come the real power in Russia be- 
cause they had the masses of the 
Russian people 
behind them,'al- 


though Germany and possibly cer- 
tain dishonest elements were for the 
moment in control.- He 
said he 


went to • see Trotzky and told him 
that tha' Red Croas desired to con- 
tinue to serve the Russian people 
without injuring the allied cause. 
, 


. "I told Trotzky," the .witness con- 
tinued, "that I would deal with who- 
ever happened to be in power. After 
that Trotzky let us send a tram ox 
supplies to 
Rumania that got 


through on time to Jassy under Bol- 
shevist protection. 
Believed in World Revolt. 


Trotzky was perfectly frank in 


saying he believe-in an.internation- 
al revolution which eventually would 
reach America, but he.realized, that 
America at that time was the one 
agency through which the economic 
situation in -Russia would be im- 
proved. Ee was.-not friendly to 
America but thought that America 
would be friendly to the Bolshevist 
government because its ideas were 
diametrically ^opposed to the ideas, 


• of the German Junkers and roilitar-.- 
ists " 
• 
' 
At -thaj :time, the witness said, 


the Germans, were trying by every 
means to obtain raw materials from ; 
P.ussia and he thought;-something . 
should be dcie to, -.'.prevent., them 
from receiving these materials. He

MAKING THE FARMERS 
UNWELCOME 


IN TOWN

Y ATTENTION has been called to the fact 
'that the city council of Sparta, Wis.',-has 
refused, to permit, the local Society of 


Equity to hold its meetings, as it has been accus- 
tomed to doing, in the city hall. According to the 
local newspaper the reason for this refusal is that 
the American Society of Equity is "antagonistic to 
local business." 


In my judgment, the city council of Sparta has 


adopted a very narrow-minded and short-sighted 
policy. In .the first place, the principles of the 
American Society of Equity, as I understand them, 
are not. "antagonistic to local business." In the 
second place, if any antagonism did exist, it .vould 
be sure to be intensified by such action on the part 
of the city council. A writer-in the Sparta paper 
has touched upon this incident so well that I know 
I will be pardoned for quoting from him: 


We will wager $100 in gold against a 2-cer.t 


cigar that these men know no more about the 
principles of the American Society of Equity 
than a razorback hog knows about the gospel. 


We recommend to the honorable council that 


they immediately enter intojiegotiations with 


• some reliable construction company to build 


a high re-inforced concrete wall-with seven 
towers around the city. . Station one of the 
seven councilmen in each, of the towers, armed 
. with a machine gun, "under the" strict orders 
to halt, search and carefully examine every 
farmer wearing an Equity button. Don't let ^ 
him enter the gate until he has*given bonds in 
amount equal to the total valuation of the city. 


Give said farmer orders to spend every cop- 


•per he happens to have in his jeans in as short 
a time as possible, and then to get on out. If 
you do not do this, perhaps some time in the 


' near future these American Society of Equity 


fanners may enter the city and before you are , . 
aware they will commit greater destruction, 
upon your-fair, city thr.n the Lord did upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah. But what have they 
done, "those ignorant farmers in overalls," to 
be subjected to such an erroreous accusation? 
Why, they are trying to put unto actual prac- 
tice the teachings of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, the Agricultural Department of the Unit- 
ed States and the leading farm papers of the 
country. They want to do.the same as the 
farmers of Denmark, the most successful 
daily and agricultural country on the face of 
the earth, are doing whose methods are being 
studied by leading men from all over the 
•world. They want to do that which has kept 
the poor tenant fanner of Ireland from star- 
Cation. Yes, but what is it ? Oh, it is simply 


this: Collective selling and buying, or to use 
the more familiar word co-operation. 


This, my friends, they are going to do by do- 


ing what the business men, bankers, barbers, 
laborers, bootblacks and. the merchants of 
..Sparta set a precedent in doing. They propose 
to organize. 


Continue to-protect the business interests of 


your city in this manner, an^ shout loud 
against the'farmers, then perhaps some time 
in the twenty-first century some peotically in- 
clined person will write a parody on the .de- 
serted village with this as the first line: - 


"Sweet Sparta, loveliest city of the dale." 
In conclusion, I ask you fellow members of 


the American Society of Equity to give a rous- 
ing cheer to the one lonely councilman who 
had brains and nerve enough to stand in op- 
position to the other seven. 
Those who have been following my writings in 


these columns will remember that some months 
ago I called attention to an instance in a western 
Iowa city where the use of the town hall had been 
refused to a large delegation of organized farmers. 
No city could make a worse mistake than to act ir; 
such a manner. Of course, if the cities referred to 
do not appreciate the farmers' trade and ,do not 
care for it, and if it is their real desire to drive it 
elsewhere, they may do well to proceed along the 
lines adopted in these two instances. 
I wonder 


how long it will be before some so-called "tovv-n 
booster" will learn that farmers are human beings 
just the same as town people. They say we should 
not set up antagonism between the farmer and the 
people in town. Of course we should not, and no 
one of us has any desire to do so, but what arouses 
this feeling of antagonism and more than for the 
officials of the city or town to declare that farmers 
are not welcome in their town? 


I say, as I have often said before, that farmers 


have as much right to meet and organize as any 
other 'class of people. The city council perhaps 


- might have the legal right to refuse any organiza- 
tion outside of the city pet-mission to meet in jts 
town hall,, but in this case it is in my judgment 
very poor, .policy to do so. If the members of the 
city council of Sparta v/ere smart and really a]ive 
to the interests of their city, they would urge the 
local Society of Equity to hold its meetings in the 
city hall. If there is anything wrong -in the Equity 
Society (it is ridiculous even to assume as much, 
but let us do so for the sake of the argument) 
there would be no quicker way to correct the wrong 
than to hold public meetings and invite a free and 


- open discussion of the problems which the farmers 
desire to present. 


• Talk about class hatred or aixaigning: class against class. 
If the above 


kind of stunts does not breed class hatred, what will? 


• There would be no such thing as classes were it not for the fact'^that the 
few rob the many.

clause which requires that applica- 
tions for license be posted for five 
days.
